Another 
2000 came from’ miscellaneous 
shippers and the rest from United 
States herds. 


NEW TRIAL ORDERED IN SUIT 
OVER LURCHING OF TRAIN 


Because of Prejudicial Statements, 
Supreme Court Refuses to 
Decide Liability. 

WASHINGTON, April 8&.—Be- 
cause prejudicial statements were 
made during the trial the Supreme 
Court today refused to decide 
whether railroads were liable for 
damages for injury to passengers 
caused by the lurching of a train. 
The two cases involved’ were 
brought by the New York Central 
agaipst Edward H. Johnson and 
his wife. 

A new trial was ordered. 

The Johnsons were awarded 
$35,000 amages in the lower 
courts and the railroad appealed. 


SHAW’S GARDEN ORCHIDS WIN 
NATIONAL SHOW GOLD MEDAL 


Award at Buffalo Exhibition Is 
Second in Two Weeks for New 
Growing Process. 

BUFFACO, N. Y., April 8.— 
Shaw’s Garden of St. Louis, which 
two weeks ago won the large gold 
medal of the Massachusetts Horti- 
cultural Society at the _ society’s 
centennial exhibition, was awarded 
a gold medal at the National Flow- 
er show yesterday in Buffalo. 

Both awards were given for an 
exhibition of a secret process of 
rowing orchids from the seed— 
planted in test tubes like bacteria— 
which was developed by Mrs, Elin- 
or Alberts Linder, orchidologist of 
Shaw's Garden.

WASHINGTON, April 8.—The 5- 
cent passenger fare in New York 
won over the proposed 7-cent fare 
by a decision of the United States 
Supreme Court today which re- 
versed the interlocutory order of a 
statutory Federal] Court restraining 
the City of New York and the New 
York Transit Commission from in- 
terfering with the proposed 7- 
cent fare. The Supreme Court al- 
ready had granted a temporary or- 
der voting the statutory court's in- 
junction. 


The decision was made on juris- | 


dictional grounds and paves the 
way for an orderly settlement by 
the State courts of the funda- 
mental question as to whether the 
contract of the municipality stip- 
ulating a 5-cent fare is binding 
on the Interborouvgh Rapid Transit 
and the Manhattan Railway com- 
panies. They contended that a 5- 
cent fare was confiscatory and 
non-compensatory and that. the 
contract with the city had been 
nullified by a subsequent statute 
of the New York legislature. 
Decision of 18 Pages. 
18-page decision, written 
McReynolds, said in 
conclusion: “The Transit Com- 
mission has long held the vicw 
that it lacks power to change the 
5-cent rate established by con- 
tract and it intended to test this

“Upon the record before us, we 
cannét accept the theory that the 
subways and elevated roads con- 
stitute a unified system for rate- 
making purposes. Considering the 
fair value of the subways and the 
current receipts therefrom, no ade- 
quate basis is shown for claiming 
that the 5-cent rate is now con- 
fiscatory in respect of them. The 
action below was based upon sup- 
posed values and requirements of 
all lines operated by the Interbor- 
ough company treated as a unit;

The Transit Commission of New 
York is composed of three mem- 
bers and it exercises jurisdiction 
over transit facilities in the city. 
The Interborough, a New York cor- 
poration, operates elevated and 
subway lines in four of the five 
boroughs of Greater Néw York. 

5-Cent Fare in Contract. 

By an elaborate 125-page con- 
tract, the municipality in 1900 and 
1902 leased for 50 years city-built 
subways to the Interborough, stip- 
ulating that the lessee was en- 
titled to charge its patrons five 
cents “but no more”’ for service. 
The rent for use of the subway 
was equal to the annual interest 
On ‘city bonds issued to cover con- 
Struction of the subway, plus 1 
per cent for amortization. The les- 
see retains title to all equipment, 
which the city agreed to purchase 
at fair value when the lease ended. 

Later other subways were built 
and leased to the Interborough on 
similar terms. Z 
_ In 1907 the New York State Pub- 
lic Service law was amended to 
regulate and control the -Public 
Uulhies throughout the State. This 
law provided, that whenever a 
formal complaint was made that 
maximum rates, fares or charges, 
chargeable by any common carrier, 
railroad or street railroad corpora- 
tion are insufficient to yield 
reasonable compensation § for the 


service rendered, and are unjust 


and unreasonable, the Commission 
shall ‘‘determine the just and 
reasonable rates, fares and 
charges.”’ 

Two Pleas to Commission. 

Acting under this provision of 
the amended State law, the Inter- 
borough applied to the State Pub- 
lic Service commission for an in- 
creased fare. The petition was de- 
nied on the ground that the com- 
pany was bound by its contract 
with the New York Transit Com- 
mission, In 1928 a similar petition 
was dismissed on similar ground, 
In 1925, the Interborough .memor- 
ialized the Governor and the Legis- 
lature asking for relief from the 
5-cent fare. No action was taken 
on the application. 

In February last year, the Inter- 
borough, having adopted a method 
prescribed by the State law, filed 
with the City Transit Commission 
a new schedule of 7-cent fares, to 
be effective a month latc?. The 
Transit Commission denied that it 
had the right to authorize the pro- 
posed increase and _ directed its 
counsel to ‘institute suits in the 
State courts to prevent the threat- 
ened violation of the law by the 
Interborough through failure to 
observe its contracts.

At the same time Circuit Attor- 
ney Miller was clearing the grand 
jury’s docket, preliminary to hear- 
ing testimony this week in support 
of the Post-Dispatch’s recent dis- 
closure that Ryckoff was paid not 
less than $175,000 by the city for 
brick sidewalk repaving which 
could not possibly have been laid. 

The grand jury inquiry will be 
directed not only into fraud against 
the city by Ryckoff, but also to de- 
termine if graft money was paid 
by Hint to the “city hall crowd,” as 
Ityckoff has stated to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter and others as his 
reason for making ‘‘short cuts” on 
his contract. 

Ryckoff Ignores Invitation. 

Pitzman’s Company of Surveyors 
is’supervising the city’s survey, the 
start being made at Ohio avenue 
and Pestalozzi street from a man- 
hole in the middle of the street. 
The first day’s program calléd for 
measurements along Ohio avenue 
to Arsenal street, dn Arsenal west 
to Compton, back north to Pesta- 
lozzi and to the manhole at Ohio. 

Ryckoff, who had been invited 
br registered letter to have a rep- 
resentative with the surve: ors, did 
not answer Comptroller Nolte’s in- 
vitation and had no one present.

The Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment, composed of Mayor 
Miller, Comptroller Nolte = and 
President Neun of the Board of 
Aldermen, employed Pitzman’s 
Company of Surveyors at the sug- 
gestion of Mayor Miller after the 
Post-Dispatch had presented to the 
Mayor a copy of its survey show- 
ing the overpayment to Ryckoff 
on brick sidewalk repavement. At 
the same time Mayor Miller called 
upon Circuit Attorney Miller for a 
grand jury investigation of Ryck- 
off’s acts. 

The survey is being conducted

269.9 Miles to Be Measured. 

Ohio and Pestalozzi are in dis- 
trict B, the largest of the three dis- 
tricts covered by the Ryckoff con- 
tract. The district is bounded by 
Chouteau avenue, Arsenal street, 
Grand boulevard and the river, 
and has the most unpaved area. 
The surveyors expect to measure 
a minimum of one and one-third 
miles a day. The total length of 
trench to be -measured, acording 
to figures certified by thé.

Doctor Charged With Violating 
Regulations for Giving 
Services.

CHICAGO, April 8.—A _ case 
which is expected to test the ethi- 
cal regulations governing the 
American medical profession has 
been laid before the General Coun- 
cil of the Chicago Medical Society. 

The case involves charges of un- 
ethical conduct preferred by one of 
the society’s affiliated organiza- 
tions against Dr. Louis E. Schmidt, 
60 years old, a physician and sur- 
geon engaged in philanthropic 
work with a number of free clinics 
that advertise their services. 

By advertising, the complainant 
organization charges, the free 
clinics enter into unfair competi- 
tion against physicians generally, 
who are prohibited under their 
ethical code from advertising. 

Although the action against Dr. 
Schmidt was interpreted as the 
beginning of a campaign to curb 
the activities of free clinics, Dr. 
Frank R. Morton, president of the 
society, said only the point regard- 
ing advertising was at issue in the 
case:

COLUMBIA, Mo., April 8.—Aft- 
er a determined three weeks’ fight 
for reinstatement of Dr. Max F. 
Meyer and Dr. Harmon:0O. De 
Graff, suspended faculty members, 
the liberal forces of the University 
of Missouri and the State met de- 
feat yesterday when the board of 
curators upheld in substance the 
ouster action taken by its three- 
member executive board March 20. 

Dr. De Graff, assistant professor 
of sociology, is permanently . dis- 
missed for his share of responsi- 
bility for circulation of the recent 
sex questionnaire among 1000 men 
and women students of the univer- 
sity. 

Dr. Meyer, distinguished psy- 
chologist and veteran of 29 years 


of teaching service in the institu- 
tion, jis suspended for one year 
without pay, a modification of the 
original action which is generally 
regarded as an empty gesture of 
compromise. The dismissal of O. 
H. Mowrer as student assistant in- 
structor in psychology also, is up- 
held by the full board. 

Hearing Consumes 18 Hours, 

‘The board’s announcement of 
its decision was made at 2 p. m. 
after a total of 18 hours had been 
devoted to review of evidence, tak- 
ing of new testimony and delibera- 
tion. 

Yesterday’s meeting, beginning 
at 10 a. m., followed a nearly all- 
night session. Not until a few min- 
utes before 3 o'clock yesterday 
morning was an adjournment of 
Saturday’s meeting finally decided 
upon when the examination of wit- 
nesses was completed and the 
board members, blinking through 
the fog of cigar smoke, were pinch- 
ing themselves to keep awake, 

Students who had held an angry 
demonstration following the sus- 
pension of the men March 20 ap- 
peared to have forgotten their in- 
terest in the case yesterday. Only a 
handful were to be seen in the cor- 
ridors of Jesse Hall when the 
board members, looking tired and 
jaded, emerged from President 
Stratton D. Brooks’ office, where 
the hearing was con lucted. 

These were a few loyal mem- 
bers of De Graff's sociology class 
in “The Family,’’ the course in 
connection with whieh the ques- 
tionnaire was circulated. They 
found little solace in the board’s 
modification of the executive 
board’s order. 

Text of Statement. 


The text of the board’s statement 
follows: 

“It is hereby ordered by the 
board of curators of the Universi- 
ty of Missouri that the board con- 
curs in and approves the report of 
the executive board of the Univer- 
sity of Missouri dated March 20, 
1929, containing statement, orders 
and recommendations of said ex- 
ecutive board, relating to certain 
questionnaires recently circulated 
among certain students in the uni- 
versity, except that the recom- 
mendations and statements therein 
as affecting Dr. Max F. Meyer be 
modified as hereinafter ordered, in 
view of his long service to the 
university and our conviction that 
the offense for which he Was sus- 
pended will not be repeated.

United States Supreme Court ruled 
unanimously this afternoon that 
Harry F. Sinclair, millionaire oi!

Another Jail Term Appealed. 

Another criminal case against 
Sinclair is pending and will be ar- 
gued atthis term. Thisis the jury 
tampering suit in which he was 
convicted with H. Mason Day, Wil- 
liam J. Burns and Sherman Burna. 
Sinclair is under a six-months’ jail 
sentence imposed in this case by 
the District of mates oss Supreme 
Court. 

About a year ago " mnotaie was 
acquitted of conspiracy charges by 
a jury in the District of Columbia 
Supreme Court. 

Today's decision fully upheld the 
right of congressional committees 
to compel the attendance of wit- 
nesses and seek from them infor- 
mation that may be helpful in the 
framing of legislation.

Six Claims Consolidated in 
Hearing at Washington 
Over Profits During Fed- 
eral Operation.

WASHINGTON, April 8.—Hear- 
ings were started today before 
Percy W. Phillips of the Federal 
Board of Tax Appeals in the suit 
of the St. Louis Terminal Railroad 
Association against the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue over al- 
leged deficiencies in the Terminals 
income tax returns arising 
through Government operation of 
the railroads for 26 months, from 
1918 to 1920. 

A preliminary hearing on the ap- 
peal was held in St. Louis in Feb- 
ruary, at which John B. Milliken 
of the Appeals Board presided. ) 
Milliken said at the time tkat the 
Terminal case decision probably 
would set a precedent for similar 
cases by other railroads against 
whom deficiencies running into the 
millions are charged. 

No other railroad has intervened 
in the present suit, but Nelson 
‘Troutman, counsel for the Chicago 
& Northwestern, has been retained 
by. the Terminal. He was in 
charge of the Terminal’s suit to- 
day, although Thomas M. Pierce, 
vice president and general counsel 
of the Terminal, frequently advised 
him. 

Six appeals have been consoli- 
dated in the present hearing. Four 
of these, however, center around 
whether or not the St. Louis Bridge 
Co., which owns Eads Bridge, and 
the St. Louis Tunnel Railroad, are 
affiliated with the Terminal 
- through a 500-year lease. In a 
_ previous case, the board has held 
that the Terminal] did not control 
these roads absolutely during 1917 
to 1919 inclusive, although it con- 
trolled virtually all the stock. The 
Terminal hopes to have this deci- 
sion reversed. About $45,000 is in- 
volved in the four suits. 

Two other appeals center around 
the payment of $205,000 to the 
Terminal by the Federal Railroad 
administration for undermainte- 
nance, and the immediate refund of 
the same amount to the Govern- 
ment by the Terminal for over- 
maintenance during the wartime 
operation. 

The payment was made by 
check, the Government tendering 
the check ta the Termina!, which 
indorsed it and returned it to the 
Government. The Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue has ruled that 
the $205,000 payment was income 
for the Terminal and should be 
taxed. , The Terminal contends that 
it did not benefit by th. transac- 
tion and should not be taxed. 

Tells of Counter-Charges. 

Ralph D. Robinson, assistant to 
the president of the Terminal, re- 
counted in detail the charges the 
Terminal made against the Govern- 
ment for under-maintenance and 
the Government's counter-charges 
of over-maintenance. 

When the Terminal was turned 
back to the corporation, he said, 
the executives immediately asserted 
that the road had not been kept 
up to standard, and demanded 
$815,000 tndemnity. 

The chief items in this claim 
were $317,000 for the Wiggins 
Yard No.2, which the executives 
/ said was built unnecessarily; $175,- 
000 for the Fourteenth street via- 
_duct; $150,000 for maintenance of 
ways and structures and $163,000 
‘for miscellaneous additions and 
- betterments. 

The Government, through James 
. C. Davis, Director-General of Rail- 
roads, asserted that the Terminal 
owed $175,000 for overmainte- 
nance. President Miller of the 
Terminal and Davis finally ¢com- 
“promised and agreed to wipe the 
-slate clean by the indorsed check 
- plan. 

Payments Found on Books. 

In checking the Railroad Ad- 
_ministration’s books, the Collector 
of Internal Revenue noted the pay- 
“ment to the Terminal and assessed 
-edditional income tax. It is from 
-this assessment that the Terminal 
is appealing. Trouttman entered a 
general objection to use of the 
books, and Phillips reserved his or- 
der. 

Robinson described the confer- 
ences with Davis and explained 
_how he himself had assembled data 
for the claims against the Govern- 
ment.

Unmarried, he hag de- 
voted most of his spare time to as- 
sisting students—and not neces- 
sarily his own students—with their 
personal problems. Indeed, he is 
a sort of campus confidant and ad- 
viser. He has said several times 
that, regardless of the board’s ac- 
tion, he would remain in Columbia 
for the remainder of the school 
year to complete the writing of a 
new work on urban sociology.

Justice Butler quoted the ques- 
tion, told the circumstances which 
led to its being asked, and ruled 
that it was pertinent to the Sen- 
ate’s inguiry. 

Sinclair’s Argument. 

Before doing this, however, the 
Justice stated the grounds on 
which Sinclair sought to have the 
Sentence against him reversed. 

“Appellant contends,” says the 
Opinion, “that his demurrer to the 
several counts of the indictment 
should have been sustained and 
that a verdict of not guilty should 
have‘ been directed. To support 
that contention he argues that the 
questions related to his private 
affairs and to matters cognizable 
only in the courts wherein they 
were pending, and that the com- 
mittee avowedly had departed from 
any inquiry in aid of legislation. 

“He maintains that there was no 
proof of any authorized inquiry 
by the committee or that he was 
legally summioned or sworn or that 
the questions propounded were 
pertinent to any inquiry it was au- 
thorized to make, and that because 
of such failure he was entitled to 
have a verdict directed in his favor. 

“He insists that the Court erred 
in holding that the question of per- 
tinency was one of law for the 
Court and in not submitting it to 
the jury and also erred in exclud- 
ing evidence offered to sustain his 
refusal to answer.” 

The opinion of the Court then 
proceeds to knock down the Sim- 
clair arguments. 

Cites Mal Doherty Case.

“While appellant (Sinclair) 
caused the Mammoth Oil Co. to be 
organized and owned all its shares, 
the transaction purporting to lease 
to-it the lands within the reserve 
cannot be said to be merely or 
principally the private or personal 
affair of appellant. It was a mat- 
ter of concern to the United States. 
The title to valuable Government 
lands was involved. The validity 
of the lease and the means by 
which it has been optained under 
existing law were subjects that 
properly might be investigated in 
order to determine what, if any, 
legislation was necessary or desir- 
able in order to recover the leased 
lands or to safeguard other parts 
of the public domain. 

“Neither Senate joint resolution 
54 nor the action taken under it 
operated to divest the Senate or 
the committee of power further to 
investigate the actual administra- 
tion of the land laws. It may be 
conceded that Congress is without 
authority to compel disclosures for 
the purpose of aiding prosecution 
of pending suits; but the authority 
of that body directly or through 
its committees, to require perti- 
nent disclosures in aid of its own 
constitutional power is not 
abridged because the information 
sought to be elicited may also be of 
use in such suits, 


“The record does not sustain ap- 
pellant’s contention that the inves- 
tigation was avowedly not in aid of 
legislation.

“The record is voluminous; the 
contracts between the parties are 
complex; the relevant statutes in- 
tricate. No decision of this court 
or of any court of New York au- 
thoritatively determines the ques- 
tions at issue. The basic one calls 
for construction of complicated 
State legislation.” 

Criticism of Lower Court. 
\ Justice McReynolds stated that 
the act of the New York Legisla- 
ture of 1907 provided that the sub- 
ways should be allowed to fix rea- 
sonable rates and he censured the 
Federal Court for entertaining the 


case, declaring that the Interbor- 
ough should not have gone into 


the Federal Courts in February, 
1928, following the refusal of the 
Transit Commission to grant an in- 
crease. 

“The claim for an 8 per cent re- 
turn upon the values of subways

New York Traction Co. Stocks 
Thrown Overboard on Exchange. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 8.—Stocks of 
the New York traction companies 
were thrown overboard on the 
New York Stock Exchange today, 
on the announcement that the In- 
terborough had lost its case for a 
7-cent fare before the United States 
Supreme Court. The adverse’ de- 
cision took Wall street by surprise, 
and the break in traction stocks 
depressed stock prices generally.

“These questions would be cruel 
if Mr. Coolidge were simply a 
heartbroken father. But since he 
received good money for this ‘inti- 
mate story,’ which has value be- 
cause of his recent exalted posi- 
tion, and since he has expressed 
theological views which may soon 
confirm theusands of others. in 
their superstitions, the liberal 
church cannot allow him to escape 
the consequences of his recent 
statements.”’

by Eugene Seitz. who accompanied 
Constable Clarence Potts. in charge 
of the raid. The shooting is said 
to have followed an attack 
Hearrington on Potts, in which the 
former seized Potts’ revolver and 
fired several shots at the Consta- 
ble, 

A pint of liquor was reported 
seized in the Hearrington home. 

According to the story told by 
Potts, Seitz and Jack Potts, a 
ybunger brother of the Cogstabic. 
the three went to Hearrington's 
home on a search for liquor after 
they had raided the home of Frank 


Guenther, also near. Dover, and 
seized five gallons. Hearrington 
they said, struck the Constable 


with his fists when he entered the 
house, Potts stumbling over a stick 
of fire wood on the floor near his 
feet. After the Constable fell, the 
three men_ said, Hearrington 
jumped upon him, took the offi- 
cer’s revolver from him and fired 
several shots, all of which went 
wild. Hearrington then began 
beating Potts, according to the 
story, and Seitz fired the shot that 
killed Hearrington. 

Seitz has not been arrested. and 
no charges have been filed against 
him. 

The investigation of Ike Skelton. 
Lafayette County Prosecutor, is 
Said to be centered about whether 
Seitz was a-regularly appointed 
Deputy Constable, as asserted by 
himself and Potts. Seitz is said to 
be only 19 ‘years old, and there 
has been some discussion as to 
whether Potts could deputize a 
citizen under legal age. 

Potts’ younger brother, Jack 
Potts, about 21, has been a deputy 
constable for some time. 

It has not been learned whether 
the raiders had search warrants 
for the two raids. Shariff Carli 
Hammer was in St. Joseph at the 
time of the raids.

‘GATES ‘HORSE AND 
BUGGY AFFAIR 


Mo.-Pac. Employe Testifies 
at Hearing to Substitute 
Lights for Watchmen in 
St. Louis. : 


The practice of protecting grade 


crossings by watchmen and gates 
is “a horse and buggy proposition,” 
Paul M. Gault, signal engineer of 


the Missouri Pacific Railroad, ar- 
gued before Commissioner Almon 
Ing of the State Public Service’ 
Commission at the City Hall today 
in behalf of the railroad’s applica- 
tion for permission to substitute 
automatic light and bell signals at 
various crossings, mostly in South 
and Southwest St. Louis. 

Gault explained that the  pro- 
posed signals would be set on sey- 
en-foot standards and would flash 
red and sound a gong intermittent. 
ly on the approach of a_ train. 
Crossing gates are sufficient to 
stop horse-drawn vehicles, he said, 
but of little use against automo- 
biles. 

He declared that two of the sig- 
nale had been.tried for more than 
a year, one at Pennsylvania avenue 
in St. Louis County, and the other 
at Minnesota avenue, in South 8t 
Louis, and neither had failed to op- 
erate at any time when atrain was 
approaching. 

Prefers Signals to Watchmen. 

Six railroads were named by 
Gault as having installed similar 
signals at various points in the 
country. The Baltimore & Ohio, 
he said, had several of them in use 
in Cincinnati, the Rock Island 
lines had installed six in Chicago 
and the Northern Pacific 21 in 
Tacoma. 

Asked if the change would be of 
any advantage to the public, Gauit 
declared the signals would be “a 
great advantage to the public” be- 
cause of the lack of the human 
element, and remarked that 
“watchmen have been Known to 
fall asleep.” 

Gault was cross-examined at 


length by City Counselor Muench 


and an assistant. Forrest G. Fer- 
ris. He explained that the bells 
would be silenced at crossings 
where residents in the neighbor- 
hood objected. He expressed the 
opinion that childrn were more 
likely than adults to pay attention 
to a signal. An automobile driver 
who would pass a signal, he ven- 
tured, would crash through a 
crossing gate. He said he had 
never heard of a case where a 
watchman flagged a train for an 
automobile stalled on the tracks) 
The fact that the railroad lexpects 
to have $16,000 by the change, he 
said, was “a secondary consider- 
ation.”’ 

Questioned about the danger of 
the signals failing to. operate; 
Gault declared they would be in- 
spected several times @ day anid 
that employes would be instructed 
to report promptly when they were 
out of order. At all the crossings 
involved, he said, the view of the 
flashing lights would be clear for 
from 1500 to 2000 feet. He admit- 
ted, however, that a large truck 
might ebstruct the view ef the 
signal. 

“What would do most, In your 
opinion, to prevent accidents in 
cities?” Muench asked. 7 

“The most effective thing would 
be for the city to make every rait- 
road crossing a boulevard stop.” 

“Isn't it true that the automatic 
signal transfers responsibility from 
the railroad to the automobile 
driver ?’’ . 

“The main responsibility rests on 
the railroad’s maintenance depart- 
ment, which keeps the signals op- 
erating efficiently.” 

Thomas J. Cole appeared at the 
hearing as attorney for the rail- 
road. Others who were there in- 
cluded City Traffic Engineer Hoff- 
man, who had prepared tables on 
the volume of traffic at the vari- 
ous crossings involved: Corener 
Dever; Girard C. Varnum, secre- 
tary-manager of the St. Louis 
Safety Council: several members 
of the Holly Hills Improvement 
Association, and P. Y. Verson, city 
engineer of Kirkwood where one 
of the signals is contemplated for 
the Taylor avenue crossing.

tawa and at the Canadian legation 
here have been reticent regarding 
the contents of the note. 
Unofficial views, however, are 
that the Canadians are more in- 
terested in the points at issue be- 
tween the two governments over 
the anti-liquor smuggling treaty of 
1924 between the United States and 
Great Britain, which binds Canada 
as a dominion, than they are over 
the actual sinking.

2 KILLED, 20 HURT,

Two Americans Acting for 
Federals Compel Surren- 
der of Palomas Revolu- 
tionary Garrison.

NACO, Ariz., April 8.-—United 
States Army flyers, with 18 fight- 
ing planes, are at Fort Huachuca, 
Ariz., near here, today, under or- 
ders to patrol the border and shoot 
down any Mexican plane flying 
north of the international line. 


The planes were sent yesterday 
from Fort Crockett, Tex., following 
the continued dropping of bombs 
on Arizona soil after the Mexicans 
had been warned repeatedly 
against endangering the lives of 
American citizens. 

Seven more officers and 44 men 
of the third attack group will re- 
inforce the American flyers. 

A sudden end to the rebel air- 
plane bombing attacks which have 
harassed the loyal garrison. at 
Naco, Sonora, across the line from 
here, was expected to result, Gen. 
Gonzalez, commander of the Fed- 
eral garrison, was advised to keep 
his planes on the ground because 
the American flyers might not be 
able to distinguish them from rebel 
planes. 

Gen. Fausto Topete announced 
his aviators would use only ma- 
chine guns in the event they 
should fly over the Sonora town 
again.

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CIVIL WAR VETERAN 
DUES AT AGE OF 100 


‘James Medlock Fought Three 
: Years and Four Mohths 
: Without Injury. 


; James Medlock, who fought 
, through three years and “four 
‘months of the Civil War uninjured, 
cand who later quarreled with his 
“four children and ceased communi- 
cating with them, died in an East 
St. Louis boarding house yesterday, 
23 days after his 100th birthday. 

His funeral, conducted by the 
Elizabeth McDowell post, daughters 
of G. A. R. Veterans, will be held 
at 10 a. m., tomorrow at 2525 State 
street, East St. Louis. 

Mr. Medlock came to St. Louis 
25 years ago, 10 years after the 
death of his wife. For a time he 
had a truck garden, but after it 
has been washed away § by the 
spring floods one year, he failed to 
replant it and depended for his liv- 


ing upon the $90-a-month pension 
received for his war service. 

In recent years, until last Sep- 
tember, he had lived with Ray Cas- 
key, a Canadian World War vet- 
eran, in East St. Louis. Then Cas- 
key'’s wife died and Caskey com- 
mitted suicide. Medlock found 
lodging at the home of Mrs. A. C. 
Rayburn, 507 North Twenty-sec- 
ond street. 

He was reluctant to discuss his 
war service, Mrs. Rayburn told a 
reporter. “All he ever told me 
about it,” she said, “was that he 
fought three years and _ “four 


Bull Run. While he was engaged 
in a hand-to-hand encounter in 


fighting beside him. He told me 
he was 100 years old on his last 
birthday, March 15.” 


Pension papers in the old man’s 
room showed that he had served 
in the Union army as a private in 
Company C of the Fifth Kentucky 
Infantry. 

He told Mrs. Rayburn he had a 
sister living in Louisville, Ky., and 
said that he did not know where 
|his four children were. He told 
her he had been estranged from 
them for many years, she said.

PARIS, April 8.—The experts 
trying to solve’ the reparations 
problem have become tired of the 
long-drawn-out pourparlers, It is 
now proposed that hereafter the 
committee go ahead at full steam, 
taking no more week-end holidays

which a report can be drawn. The 
whole committee agrees that the 
work must lag no longer. The ex- 
perts are beginning the ninth week 
of their session. 

Reports that the Germans alone 
were responsible. for previous de- 
lays are dekied by committeemen 
of other nafions. There are good 
reasons to suppose that the Ger. 
man experts became eager to talk 
business 10 days ago after Owen D. 
Young, the chairman, laid down 
the principles calling for action. 

The Germans, it is said, in spar- 
ring for position, found the time 
coming when they would have been 
faced with the alternative of hav- 
ing to go on indefinitely under the 
present Dawes plan unless a com- 
promise settlement 
reached. 

Young, having taken the matter 
in hand, made«known in his mem- 
orandum what was expected in the 
way of further efforts by the ex- 
perts and has since remained the 
guilding hand in the private talks 
as well as in full sessions of the 
committee. 

Many conversations between the 
creditor experts and Dr. Hjalmar 
Schacht, the chief German dele- 
gate, have taken ptace in his pres- 
ence, both parties seeking his ad- 
vice, 

Some of the experts now hope 
for a decision before the end of 
the week. After that several weeks 
will be required to draw up a re- 
port,

German Press Pessimistic on Out- 
look for Agreement.

BERLIN, April 8.—Alithough the 
local newspapers do not mention 
the figures proposed at the Paris 
conference of experts on repara- 
tions revision, all feature reports 
yfrom their Paris correspondents of 
“the exorbitant and excessive de- 
mands of the creditor nations.’’ 

Berliner Lokal Anzciger (organ 
of the National People's party and 
ultra-conservative). under the cap- 
tion: “Impossible Annuity Demands 
by the Allied Shylocks,’ reports 
that the German experts withdrew 
from the meetings of the last few 
days because they considered dis- 
cussion of the demands of the cred- 
itors to be impossible. 

Tageblatt (Independent Demo- 
cratic), under the headline ‘‘Unac- 
ceptable Figures Result in  Dis- 
agreement Among Creditors,” re- 
ports that recurring lack of unity 
among the creditors has placed 
Chairman Owen D. Young in a dif- 
ficult position as the representa- 
tive of the United States, on one 
hand, and on the other as an im- 
partial mediator between § France, 
England, Belgium and Italy.

Dr. J. T. Stocking Says Leg ris- 
re Shouid Not Interfere 
in Sex Survey.

In this portion of his discourse, 
Dr. Stocking said:

Fools have a reputation for rush- 
ing in where angels fear to tread. 
I am not sufficiently acquainted 
with all the angles of this matter 


to make detailed pronouncement 
upon it. 

‘The questionnaire offends my 
taste at certain points. It sounds 
to me rather crude and raw. The 
use of more delicate English would 
have rendered it less objectionable. 

“The implications of one ques- 
tion I resent deeply. I do not be- 
lieve that all girls are ready to be 
victims of desire and indulgence 
unless prevented by religious or 
physical fears. 

“But I must recognize that 
standards of speech change. Old 
taboos give way to new taboos, 
People are talking about sex mat- 
ters as people used not to do. 
cannot impose my standards upon 
anybody else, least of all can I 
insist that a university should ac- 
cept them. 

“What should be done in — a 
situation is for the university alone 
to say. And it should have Aime 
to think its way through to its 
own conclusions without the threat 
of a legislative club.

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NEW YORK, April 8.—Commod- 
ity prices last week showed a more 
general downward tendency than 
for many weeks past. 

Hiides and steel were the most 
important exceptions to the gen- 
eral weakness. Advances in hides 
mainly accounted for the rise in 
the index of the hides and leather 
group. Structural steel was a big 
factor in the increase registered 
for building materials. Shingles and 
a few other minor items in this 
group strengthened somewhat, 
helped along by favorable seasonal 
conditions. 

The sharp decline in the miacel- 
laneous group index was largely 
due to a fall in rubber quotations. 
While the index of the metals went 
down only slightly, the movement is 
significent in view of the recent 
pronounced strength of metals and 
because copper along with tin and 
lead contributed to the decline. 
Copper had temporaritly at least 
halted its sensational advance of 
recent months.
